Growing “Respect for Housework” 


Chicago Club Women Told to Rejoice in End of Servility, 


) the “Last Survival of Feudalism” 


To‘serve as the organizing nucleus |

CHICAGO, Jan. 22—Instead of, be- 
wailing the difficulty of getting house- 
maids, American women should re- 
joice in the freeing of the servant 
class, a relic of medievalism, Mrs. 
Alfred C. Taylor, president of the 
‘Chicago Women’s Club, told Chicago 
club women attending the'fifth annual 
conference on household management 


‘held here yesterday. 


The last class of women to be freed 
is the servant class, Mrs. Taylor 
pointed out. As the drudgery of 
household labor has been decreased 
by industry and invention, women 
have enlarged their horizons and 
taken on broader responsibilities, 
Mrs. Taylor said, but the stigma at- 
tached to the occupgtion of house- 


work has remained until the present. 

“The existence of a servant class 
without definite rights to their own 
time nor respect for their trade was 
a last survival of feudalism,” she ex- 
plained. “While we may regret the 


class, we can be glad that the servile 
spirit is disappearing from our so- 
ciety; for women are at last coming 


keeping. In this new respect for 
housework, we see the passing of an- 
other frontier.” 

The program of the conference was 
arranged by five Chicago organiza- 
tions acting jointly: the Chicago 
Women’s Club, the Chicago Hanse 
Wives’ League, the Women's City

MINISTRY RESIGNS 


Ramsay Macdonald Accepts 
King’s Invitation to Form Cab- 
inet-—May Combine Offices 


Parliament Is Adjourned Until 
Feb. 12 to Suit Convenience 
of British Labor Leader 


LONDON, Jan. 22 ()—The Prime 
Minister, Stanley Baldwin, shortly be- 
fore noon today tendered the resigna- 
tion of his ministry to King Georze 
and advised the sovereign to send for 
James Ramsay Macdonald. 

The King accepted Mr. Baldwin's 
advice and summoned Mr. Macdonald, 
the Labor leader, for an audietce at 
noon. ; 

Mr. Baldwin's audience with the 
King came after a meeting of the Cahe 
inet. He remained in Buckingham 
Palace for 40 minutes. Mr. Macdon- 
ald, accompanied by John Robert 
Clynes, deputy leader of the Parlia- 
mentary Labor Party, and J. H. 
Thomas arrived at the palace shortly 
before Mr. Baldwin's audience was 
concluded. Mr. Macdonald's audience 
with the King lasted an hour. The 
King :invited him to form a zovern- 
ment, and Mr. Macdonald accepted. 

Adjournment Is Moved 


Mr. Baldwin, on the reassembling of 
the House of Commons announced the 
Government’s resignation and the 
King’s acceptance of it. There were 
no Lobar cheers as the retiring 
Premier made his statement. He 
moved the adjournment of Parliament , 
until Feb. 12, which date he said had 
been chosen to meet Mr. Macdonald's 
convenience. 

Mr. Baldwin said the members of 
bis Cabinet would retain their seats 
until the new Cabinet members were 
appointed. The new Prime Minister 
has not announced when he wil! name 
his Cabinet, but unofficially it is 
stated that it will be Tharsdar. 

The House agreed to the adjourn- 
ment for three weeks proposed by 
Mr. Baldwin. ‘ 

Acocrding to press reports, Mr. 
Macdonald stated his intention of com- 
bining the Foreign Office and the Pre- 
miership to the Labor members of 
Parliament at a meeting this after- 
nooh, adding that one of his first steps 
would be to bring the League of Na- 
tions within the purview of the for- 
eign secretaryship. 


James Ramsay Macdonald has been

-Cabinet by. virtue of his position as 


head ,of the Parliamentary Labor 
Party. which by its numerical strength 
in the House of Commons has been 
His Majesty's official Opposition. 

The Premier-designate is a self-edu- 
cated man. Although the leader of 
the Laborites he has never been a 
manual worker, having achieved his 
position bw virtue of his academic 
knowledge of industrial affairs, gained 
through close study. As the son ofa 
however, he early 
learned-the privations of the average 
laborer’s lot. 

Championed Capital Lery 

Mr. Macdonald had an active part 
in the organization of the Indepen:ent 
Labor Party in 1895, and has since de- 
voted himself to the Labor Party's in- 
terests. From the beginning he cham- 
pioned the capital levy as the best 
means of solving England’s industrial 
problems. 

He has also been stanchly in favor 
of international peace and publicly 
opposed England's entry into the 
World War. When the Nation was 
once in the fight. however, he made 
the best of the situation and served 
as an ambulance driver in France. 
He also supported the Government as 
the

a City Auditor Appears in

Corporation taxes have failed to 
keep pace with the increasing cqst of 
}government with the result that Bos- 
ton and other cities in Massachusetts 
are hafd pressed today. to raise re¥- 
enue, said Rupert S. Carven, city audi- 
tor of Boston, today before the legis- 
lative committee on taxation at the 
State House. Mr. Carven was before 
the committee to, urge a favorable re- 
port on Mayor Curley’s bill to increase 
the rate to $10 for every $1000 of 
valuation on Corporation property in- 
stead of $5 per $1000 as the law now 
provides. 

Auditor Carven sajd that the cost of 
government has gon? up 50 to 75 per 
cent in the Massachusetts muaicipali- 
ties, and that real egtate is suffering 
because it is compelled to pay more 
than its share of the burden of taxa- 
tioa. 

Boston received from the state 
treasury as its share of taxes collected 
from corporations in the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1922, Mr. Carven said, the 
sum of $4,838,000. “Last year,” he 
said, “the city received only $2,655,000,

The State Department announee- 
ment also disclosed the determinati 
to send the cruiser Richmond to Tam- 
pico followed the failure of the de la 
Huerta faction to withdraw the order 
for a blockade of that port.

Blockade “Postponed” 


yThe American Consul at Vera Cruz 
reported to the Department on Jan.

On Ja®. 17 the American Consul at 
Vera Cruz informed the Department 
that he had been notified by Mr. de 
la Huerta that the ports of Frontera 
Puerto’ Mexico and Vera’Cruz were 
to be mined.

REACH NEW AGCORD 


+ Pope Recommends F rench Epis-' = 


‘“copat to Organize Bodies to 
Spread Roman Catholicism 
By SISLEY HUDDLESTON 
_By Special Cadle . 

PARIS, Jan, 22—There has been re- 
ceived in Payis an official notification 
of an accord between the Vatican and 
the French Government with regard 
to the formation of “associations 


diocésaines,” bodies which will help 
to spread the cult of Romgn Catholi- 
cism. The Pope, in a letter, recom- 
mends the French episcopat to or- 
ganize, such, associations. Thus an 
important new step in the relations 
between the Roman Catholic Church 


In political influence in Europe and 
outside Europe there has undoubtedly 
been considerable development since 
the war and it -kas been recently 
shown that the Vatican is playing its 
part in multiple combinations. ‘With 
France there has been some co-opera- 
tion in Central Europe, Syria, 
Norocco and elsewhere. But while 
there is a nuncio at Paris and a French 
Ambassador at the Vatican it might 
be doubted whether /Rome, which is 
marking progress in poltics, is mark- 
ing progress in the life df-com- 
munities. ; 

The new arrangement between 
France and the Roman church is a 
recognition of special rights and gives 
the church a privileged position, 
which it may use to advantage. Thus 
ends a period of 18 years of disputes, 
difficulties and painful negotiations. 
These “association diocésaines” have 
been discussed for a long time. 

The Vatican is endeavoring to ob- 
tain all possible. They are legal 
associaNions under special statutes 
which wi}l look after the temporal 
needs of the church.and provide funds 
to safeguard its interests. A special 
statute, it is remarked, is always bet- 
ter than common jaw. ‘ 

In the felicitations which are being 
exchanged today M. Ceretti, the 
nuncio at Paris, is praised besides 
Cardinal Gasparri. Oa the Govern- 
ment side Raymond Poincaré has con- 
ducted the negotiations himself.

Century, and has so obtained mob 
effects more thrilling for sheer weight 
of effect. But one doubts that he ever 
attained so closely as in this presenta- 
tion to the ideal of a unified mass at- 
mosphere. Surely “nothing remotely 
approaching it has _— seen in 
America. 


Mr. Geddes’ Cathedral 

There is such illusion of aspect in 
Mr. Geddes’ setting and such a blend 
of the actual with the theatric in 
Reinhardt’s.stage generalship that the 
spectator finds. himself instinctively 
wondering at times during most of the 
long first scene if he is watching a 
theatrical performance or the rituals 
of an uncommonly well-lighted cathe- 
dral. Ceremonials begin with the 
clamor of chimes and sonorous organ 


chords, and proceed with the chants 


of unseen choirs. Out of these be- 
ginnings the story imperceptibly 
starts, and gradually focuses on the 
few central characters of the legend 
upon which the whole spectacle. js 
' built, the same legend that was used 
in Maeter ’s... play... ‘Sister ...Bea- 
trice,” and in John Davidson's poem, 
“A Ballad of a Nun.” The story is 
_ told almost wholly in pantomime. 
About midway of the first scene 
comes the first great massed effect. 


» Scores of cathedral attendants assem- 


ble to receive hundreds of people who 
stream toward the space about the 
altar. Up the aisles they come and 
through portals in towering gothic 
walls that mask the boxes on both 
sides of the auditorium. High up these 
walls are broken by great. rose and 
arch windows, set with the dark blues, 
greens and reds of old stained glass. 
The flood of musical sounds from or- 
gan, chimes and choirs is augmented 
by an orchestra and the great space 
becomes a sea of color and movement.

URING that cozy twilight hour 
1D between 4 o'clock and dinner. 
time, sitting before a warm fire 
in a room hung with a beautiful 
Morris tapestry of Botticelli’s “Spring” 
and containing other works of art, in- 
cluding some fine De Morgan pottery, 
Mr. Henry Arthur Jones, the veteran 
dramatist, talked with me concern- 
ing his own particular art, the drama. 

“Not long ago,” J] began, “a dramatic 
critic said to me, ‘Mr. Henry Arthur 
Jones did all right 25 years ago, but 
he will not do now.’ Yet Miss Thorn- 
dike has told me that she is making 
money with ‘The Lie.’ ” 

“It is scarcely becoming in me to 
speak of my own work, except to 
respond with the warmest gratitude 
to the surprisingly generous reception 
it has received,” said Mr. Jones. “I 
belfeve that the success of ‘The Lie’ is 
mainly due to the fact that it is built 
upon a strong story of continuous 
action which exhibits permanent 
human passions in full play; that is 
to say, it offers opportunities for. great 
emotional acting. Your friend was 
kind enough to say that ‘Henry Arthur 
Jones was all right 25 years ago, but 
he won't do today.’ If my plays were 
all right 25 years ago they are all 
right today; if they are wrong today 
they were wrong 25 years ago. 

“They. always had a plot, which is 
Aristotle’s first rule in play-writing, 
though a deadly heresy in the view of 
many of our modern dramatists. I 
have always tried to treat of the per- 
manent aspects of human character. 
I have always tried to write natural, 
easy dialogue, and have shunned epi- 
gram, smartness, and passing fash- 
ionable slang. I believe that most of 
My dialogue remains colloquial and 
unforced, and actors tell me that it is 
easily spoken. 

“Perhaps, however, the success of 
‘The Lie’ is largely due to my resolute 
avoidance of what more advanced 
playwrights than myself call their 
‘ideas.’ I felt there was an air of 
rejoicing in the theater when the 
audience discovered that I was offer- 
ing them an escape from social prob- 
lems and ‘ideas.’ 

“You believe, then, that ‘ideas’ in a 
theater should be subordinate to the 
story in which they are set forth?” 
“The word ‘ideas’ has become am- 
biguous in our theater. Certainly a 
play is empty that is without ideas— 
that is, without some insinuation of 
the author’s interpretation of life and 
his sense of its value and meaning. 
How full of ideas are ‘Hamlet’ and 
‘Lear’! What a swift impetuous sweep 
of concerted action, tight construction, 
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Henry Arthur Jones:

intense passion, exalted poetry, flam- 
ing imagination and magnified human 
character is ‘Macbeth’! And yet in 
every scene of its immense action, 
how crammed full it is of ideas, the 
perpetual food of the spirit! 

“But in our modern ‘theater of 
ideas’ we are fed with debates upon 
passing social questions, and the vo- 
ciferous advertisement of the raw 
opinions and controversies of the 
hour. These are called ‘ideas.’ Obvi- 
ously these tend to exclude the exhi- 
bition of the passions and emotions, 
the vices and follies and foibles, that 
are common to all mankind at*all 
times; plot and careful consequent 
construction become obnoxious an- 
tiquities, and the theater is turned into 
a platform.” 

“You hold—do you not—that a vital 
quality in drama, as an expression of 
Jife, is conflict of some kind, whether 
of wills or of wit?” 

“Brunetiére’s theory that drama ‘is 
a conflict between human wills’ has 
much truth in it, and much valuable 
suggestion. But his statement of his 
theory is confused and inconsequent 
in places, and he does not cover the 
whole ground. In my Columbia Uni- 
versity paper on his well-known essay 
I have exhaustively examined his 
theory. I have maintained that some 
of his dicta—for instance, his poi 
tion that drama and fiction are op- 
posed to each other—is wholly false. 
His main theory is contained and ab- 
sorbed in a larger and wider law of 
the dramg; which I have ventured to 
formulate for comparison with Bru- 
netiére’s theory. My paper will be 
published in a forthcoming volume of 
essays on the drama.” 

“Would you not say that modern 
drama, in common with painting anda 
other forms of contemporary art, is 
tending to become lawless?” 

“Yes, the distinctive aim of our 


modern ‘theater of ideas’ is in affinity 
to the lawlessness evident in some 
contemporary schools of other arts, 
and aiso in politics. They are all ex- 
pressions of the selfsame revolutionary 
spirit, with its itch for destroying 
everything that is instituted and con- 
stituted, merely bécause it is old, ir- 
respective of whether it is still a valu- 
able prop to mankind.” 

“Is not conformity to the funda-' 
mental laws of its particular art | 
necessary to a play or to any other 
piece of work, if it is to endure?” 
“Certainly; all that has endured in 
the drama, in literature, poetry, and

While he won the 
bank, selected the white ball, and took 
the lead in the opening innings, he en- 
countered a series of disappointments, 
four zerog ‘he a row. He ran a»$2 on 
his second turn, and then led only 
100 to 40, In seven innings. He did, 
however, manage to leave the ;anamneron 


safe. 

In the eighth inning Hoppsbcaptured 
the leadership with the high run of the 
night, a segsion of 180 caroms, It was 
this which evoked Schaefer's determi- 
nation, and two innings later he 
chalked off a brilliant cluster of 170. 
Once he had the upper hand again, 
Schaefer played even better than when 
registering by sheer determination 
alone. Last night's play emphhsized 
the contrast ‘in the beari and style 
of the contestants. Every shot was 
an adventure to Schaefer and he often 
did not know whether it was going to 
come out as planned. With Hoppe the 
affair was one of. machine-like routine, 
a matter of precision in execution, not 
of solution to problem. Schaefer's 
mi after long runs were appar- 
ently due to momentary lapses of con- 
centration, his misses being easy shots. 
Hoppe, however, usually missed a hard 


one. = 

When Hoppe made his big run. 
Schaefer had just counted off 45. The 
" champion had the balls rolling nicely 
after seven shots and registered at 
close quarters up to 60. He changed to 
the foot of the table at 73, and was 
clicking close carems at a Tapid pace 
as he 100. When at 145 he 
passed Schaefer’s total of 185, he was 
nursing the ivories neatly at the foot of 
the table. He continued by mechanical 
momentum to 170, as though he would 
never miss, but several caroms later 
he began encountering hard twists. At 


179 the ivories broke for the open. 


spaces. He missed a wide around-the- 
table sweep for multiple cushions at 
180. He left Schaefer safe, however, 
and came back to run 9, when he missed 
a corner cushion shot. 

Schaefer made the shot that Hoppe 
missed, but had a hard time organizing. 
At 20 he. was nursing them “under a 
hat” in the middle of the table. When 
he passed the 44 mark he received a 
round of applause, as this brought him

Schaefer found his true nursing 
touch, something he lacked in the ear- 
lier innings in the vicinity of 80, and he 
passed his best previous run of 90 with 
a table-length shot that returned the 
balls to ‘nursing position at the end of 
the table.

crop—the staff of life of the Chinese 

nation. 

While there are vast areas in the 
north of China where rice is little 
known, its genera] use is well shown 
by the fact’ that shih fan (literally, 
“to eat rice”), ie the Chinese term for 
meal, while shih kwo fan, (“have you 
eaten rice?’) is a form of greeting 
comparable with bon jour, griisz’ Gott, 
or—if you happen to be in the Near 
East instead of the Far—salda, which 
is to say, “Good day.” 

China raises some 35,000,000 tons of 
rice a year. With that knowledge 
upon me, I found it difficult, in travel- 
ing by houseboat through the great 
rice country back of Shanghai, not to 
be oppressed by the thought that prac- 
tically each rice plant bearings its 
infinitesimal fraction of the 35,000,000 
tons had been transplanted from its 
original bed by hand. And trans- 
planting is only one of the many 
arduous steps in the farming’ of rice. 
-. The various general operations for 

its production may be listed as fol- 
lows:

Only by seeing these tasks carried 
to their completion can one fully 
appreciate the enormous effort which 
the quickly enumerated list of opera- 
tions in the above paragraph entails. 
The farmers, for the most part, live 
in small villages or hamlets contain- 
ing from 30 to 100 or more inhabi- 
tants. The fields usually surround | 
the group of buildings, the latter mak-_ 
ing a focal point from which the 
farmers go to their daily labor. Such. 
an arrangement would be advantage- | 
ous if it were not for the fact that 
in a Chinese community of this kind, 
sections of a farmer's property very 
often lie _at opposite sides of the 
settlement, necessitating many extra 
seps over circuitous paths. The rice 
workers have very little spare time 
to be wasted along devious ways, for 
the farms are usually overcrowded 
and bring in barely enough income to 
support their inhabitants.. 


Life Almost Competitive é 


: » 


In Che-kiang, one of the greatest! 


rice-producing provinces of _ east- 
central China, there is an average of 
463 people to the square mile! In 
such an overcrowded situation where 
life itself is almost competitive, it 
is not strange that the farm coolies 
are satisfied with 20 coppers a day. 
Almost without exception, the fields 
are several times smaller than is 
necessary for irrigating and working. 
This is mainly due to the fact that 
the land has been repeatedly divided 
and sub-divided in order that it may 
be shared by all the sons of a family 


when the paternal ancestor has “‘jour- 
neyed to the Western Hills.” 

Each field is surrounded by a par- 
titidn of earth about 18 inches high, 
which is topped by turf and a nar- 
row path.

A Mistaken Derivation 


The Navajo, in error have _ been 
thought to have been named by the 
Spaniards as “Knifers,”’ for “nava'jo” 
in Spanish nieans “pocket knife.” In 
reality, the word is an Indian. one, 
meaning “Pliace of Large Plantings.” 
The first Spaniards called them 
“Apaches de Navajoa.”’ 

“Apache” is a Zuni or Pueblo word 
meaning simply “enemy.” There are

the Facts weeks, if not for months, such, 
as . ae | organizations as the Association 
; ~* Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, the Constitutional Liberty League, and thie Mod- 
eration. League of New York, have sought, through the 
press and by means ofa circularization campaign, to 
arouse interest in this meeting. “They Mave been actuated 
by the hope that an imposing showing would impress 
upon members of * Congress - who are opposed to any 
change in the existing enforcement code—unless it be 
a change which would strengthen it and make it more 
effective—the necessity, if, not the wisdom, of modify- 
ing the regulations sufficiently to permit the manufacture 

and sale of beer and wines. 

It would be gratifying +f this seicitled face- the-facts 
conference were in réality such, If those in attendance 
would seriously devote their. study and discussions to 
a consideration of existing facts, there could be but one 
logical result of their deliberations. What are the facts? 
E hey are that directly as a result of the sympathy, and 
agitation which have encouraged violations of the law, 
stubborn. resistance to the established order has been 
aided and abetted. High crimes and misdemeanors have 
_been committed and the good name of a nation pledged 
to law and order has been defiled. That is one fact 
that might be faced. 

Another plain truth that might be considered by .the 
self-appointed mentors is the; patent one that a whole- 
sale disregard of all law is being engendered by those 
persons of acknowledged social standing who selfishly 
and unwisely condone the attempts to nullify the Eight- 
eenth Amendment. In New York harbor a few. nights 
ago police officers were fired upon by bootleggers who 
were attempting to land from a boat a considerable cargo 
of liquors. The 3000 cases of contraband, together with 
the crew in charge, were captured afd held. Not a day 
passes without the publication of a dozen‘or more ac- 
counts of somewhat less spectacular raids and arrests. 
To these could be added the sadder stories of disasters 
which befall the victims of this traffic. These need not 
be told... In every community,: perhaps, there are the 
_ evidences of the desolation resulting, not fromthe opera- 
tion of the law which the “‘fact-finders” condemn, but 
from the violation of that law. 

The facts have beer’ faced by the people of the 
United States for many: years. They have all been 
weighed and the verdict has been given. This conclu- 
sion is that there is no room for this traffic in thé activi- 
ties which a democracy should encourage and foster. If 
the manufacture and sale’ of intoxicating liquors cannot 
be wisely or economically permitted under the license 
system so long experimented with, surely it cannot be 
allowed ‘to continue without restraint. , That is another 
fact for the “moderation” advocates: to “face.”

In the second place, General Wood will not be 
recalled. One thing clear beyond any reasonable argu- 
ment is the indorsement, both of the capacity of his 
clean-up campaign and the entire legality of his methods, 
given by President Coolidge and Secretary Weeks. 

That the Congress-may accept Representative I rear’s 
bill and so authorize an investigation of the acts of the 
present régime in the islands is wholly characteristic of 
any -Washington Legislature, and may be termed 
probable. But the Governor has declared himself com- 
pletely ready for such an overhauling of his record— 
which may work a little harm throughout the archipelago, 
if today’s political leaders there wish to represent it to 
their fellow natives as evidence of a distrust of General 
Wood held by his superiors, but which can do only good 
in the States themselves, in that it will make clearer the 
need that existed for reforms. 

Further, the physical development of the Philippines 
In so far as this, quite obvi- 
ously, is in major part necessarily furthered through 
“foreign” initiative. and skill and capital, it will be still so. 
done, with the same proper safeguarding of native and 
national interests as heretofore has characterized this 
phase of the big work. 

Finally, and above all, the educational system will 
be steadily broadened and bettered. For when “Inde- 
pendence Day’’ shall dawn for: the Filipinos they will 
face such dangef as may exist not. as from without but 
from within—the danger, that is, of tribal differences and 
‘racial rivalries flaming into civil war, if self-government 
be accorded before self-control has been won. 

It should be added that the very existence of this 
demand for independence is itself a good sign. *The 
desire not only betokens an ambition of wholly proper 
sort, but. promises, too, a: willingness to win the prize 
by co-operative work for it, if mow it is not to-be had for 
this asking. Meanwhile, there is nothing for the respon- 
sible United States to do in.all this, regard but press for- 
ward patiently and tactfully along the path where 
already it has traveled so far'and so well.

There-is much; and oftem con jectural, talk of | 
a peasants’ revolt, It is doubtful if there will be a revolt 
so long as the present facility for adaptation is main- 
tained by the, political authorities in Moscow. There is, 
likewi ise; much pressure from younger elements in Rus-

And-«Lenine, sensitive to these currents of opinion, 

was instruniental in directing Russian policies to the

This tax, which adds directly to’ the cost of 
motor cars, trucks, tires.and repair parts,-was imposed 
as a War-revenue measure, and now that American budget 
conditions permit of lowered taxes in the intéPest of the 
consumers, there would seem to be no good reason why it 
should be retained. About one-third ofeall the motor 
cars in the United States are owned by farmers, to whom 
the added costs of the tax on the car, and on tires and 
repair parts, is a very considerable burden. The ‘millions 
of farmers to whom the motor vehicle is a necessity, not 
a luxury, would welcome lower prices and cheaper repair 
parts. Nothing in the proposals for tax reduction so far 
submitted to the Congress would so directly: result in 
imimediate savings to many millions of persons of average 
means. 

Special taxes on motor trucks are nothing less than a 
tax on the distribution of goods, both of farm products 
to markets and manufactures to the farms. With the con- 
stant extension of improved roads, the strvice rendered 
by motor transport is steadily incréasing, 4nd has become 
an important factor in handling an enormous volume of 
all kinds of local and suburban freight. A tax that 
increases the cost of means of transportation is, of course, 


-passe@ on to the shipper or consumer, and adds just ‘so. 


much to the price of-articles transported. W hile the sav- 
ing through the repeal of these transportation taxes 
night in the individual case be small; in the aggregate 
it would amount to many millions of dollars, and would 
be a contribution to that much-desired reduction in the 
cost of living for which ev eryone is looking. 

Motor vehicles are now, in marfiy states, subject to 
triple taxation: First, the federal tax; then the state 
license tax, and in many communities they are saaiatied 
as “personal property,’ on which the prevailing local tax 
rate is imposed. A proposition to put a special tax on 
locomotives, passenger or freight cars, and to require 
railway companies to pay another tax as a license for 


their; operation, would be flouted by legislative bodies. 


There would seem to be ne good season for maintaining 
a special federal tax on transportation of freight or 
passengers by small units, and if the.plea of. motor 
vehicle usefs is properly presented to the Congress, it 
should be possible to secure the repeal of this discrimina- 
tory tax.

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What “Tax Exempt” Means 


Frank A. VANDERLIP recently declared to the writer that 
“the United States is a nation of financial illiterates.” 
If there is any’ justification for this charge it lies in the fact 


that today there are between $30,000,000,000 and $40, 000,000, - 


000 in privately held securities outstanding in America, whose 
owners are allowed, cither partially or wholly, to escape the 
burden of taxation imposed on the rest of the Nation. The 
securities in circulation which are wholly tax exempt are val- 
ued at $12,309,000,000. 

Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, who urges 
a constitutional amendment to correct the evil, has recently 

estimated that the federal Government loses $400,000,000 
anfually in taxes from these securities. This sum, of course, 
js not actually lost to the Government; larger taxes imposed on 
mén of moderate means, who are less ale to bear the burden, 
pay for the privilege granted to tax-exempt securities. 

Congress today provides, on the one hand, a graduated 
income tax with surtaxes rising as high as 50 per cent on 
incomes over $200,000, while on the other it permits 
the issue by cities, counties, and states of tax-exempt bonds, 
which not only relieve estates from the surtaxes but from 
income taxes altogether. In the war loans, and in other bond 
issues, Gongress itself floated securities wholly or partially tax 
cxempt. . 

The situation of a vast. amount‘of tax-free securities in 
circulation has arisen with comparative syddenness. 
“tax exempts” composed only 3.26 per cent of that part of 
million-dollar estates comprised in stocks and bonds; in 1920. 
according to the Iniernal Revenue Bureay, they comprised 
14.5 per cent; in 1923, 41.98 per cent. Not long ago, jn the 
accounting of the William Rockefeller estate, only $7,000,000 
was found in Standard Oil securities, while more than $44,- 
000,000 was in tax-exempt bonds. 
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Nontaxable securities never proved troublesome nor were 
they purchased or issued in large numbers, till the imposition of 
the graduated income tax, which is of tomparatively recent 
origin. Before then the tax-exempt privilege meant about the 
same to everybody, because the same tax was imposed uniformly 
over the Nation. But with a graduated tax people suddenly 
discovered that, the richer you avere, the heavier was your tax, 
and consequently the more you gained. by investing in tax- -free 
bonds. 

For example, to a man with $200,000. income today (taxed 
at 58 per cent) the tax-exempt privilege on a $1000 bond at 4° 
per cent is worth over $20; to aaman of moderate income it is 
worth only a few dollars, while a poor man cannot afford to’ 
buy a bond at such low interest at all. The same bond, there- 
fore, means more to one man shan to another, respects: class 
distinctions, and, as has been said, creates a “tax-exempt aris- 
togracy out of the wealthiest part of the community.”

portional taxation, invented the legal\ fiction that one Negro

in tax matters, at least as it seems to a layman, has usually 
been allowed to go to grass. Asked why the straightterward 


words of the Sixteenth Amendment, that Congress shall “have . 


power to levy and collect incomes from whatever source, 
derived,” do not accomplish what they say, and give Congress 
the right of taxing state “tax-free” securities, it is answered 
by certain legal authorities that the Sixteenth Amendment was 
passed for one particular object, to legalize the income, tax, 
and that, that object having been obtained, the Amendment 
does not alter prior legal precedents. Opinion of the Supreme 
Court appears to tend to this view. 

If this intetpretation is correct, then such a constitutional 
amendment as is now before Congress is the only remedy for. 
the matter. But many legal authorities hold’ to a contrary 
interpretation of the law. Edward S. Corwin, professor of 
jurisprudence, Princeton University, for example, says the 
Sixteenth Amendment could not be. more plain, unless the 
clause, “these words mean what they say,”” Were added to it. 
He declares, “What is needed is not further tinkering with 
the Constitution, but an act of Congress assertive of its present 
powers.”

+. Whatever the legal opinions are on the matter. there is not 
much doubt of the effect tax-free securities hage in undermining 
public finance. Mr. Mellon's recent much-discussed appeal 
for reduction of maximum income surtaxes by one-half was 
based directly on the statement that tax-exempt bonds have 
already nullified the effect of the income surtaxes. 

These bonds not only establish a privileged class, but, it is 
said, cost the Government more than they earn. -A man with 
income of 000, f6r example, goes to the proper authority 
in a county in Dakota, and buys a $1000 tax-exempt bond. 
The artificially low rate of,interest on this kind of bond— 
perhaps, in this case, | per cent lower than the market rate— 
saves the county which puts it out $10 a vear. But the federal 
Government loses ‘by the transaction the whole normal tax of 
8 per cent, and the surtax of 50 per cent, which it would other- 
wise have taken on-the income of this $1000, amounting to 
between $25 and $30. In other words, it would be twice as 
cheap for Congress to givg the county the $10 outright, than 
to allow it to sell the tax exemption privilege. 

In the words of R. C. Leffingwell, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury: “I think the issue of tax-exempt bonds 
is a very great evil: first, because it diverts capital from the 
productive enterprises of business men, and subsidizes the 
wasteful and deferable expenditures of political authorities; 
second, because it undermines the public revenues and public 
credit; and third, because it Viglates the fundamental principle 
of equality in taxation, and discriminates i in favor of unearned , 
incomes and against earned incomes.’ R. L. S. 
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The New Elder Statesmen of Japan 
But two of the “Genro’—the Elder Statesmen of Japan 
—remain, and there is much political speculation among Jap- 
anese regarding the successors to this group which, since the 
acceptance of the Constitution in 1889, has been the power 
behind the governments of Japan. Hugh Byas, writing in 


Asia, declares that the Cabinet or the Privy Council may be 


called upon to exertise the “kingly” powers of the Genro, 
but that the most likely development is the appointment of a 
group of new Elder Statesmen, more in line with the demo- 
cratic tendencies of the present. - “‘Assuredly,”” he declared, 
“the new Elder Statesmen will aid more liberal type than 
the old. The gtowth of liberal, antimilitaristic sentiment in 
Japan today is incontestable. It will surprise even former 
residents who have been out of the country for only a few 
vears. It influences large numbers of the young men whom the 
universities and, higher schools are turning out. © The rising 
generation of officialdom is permeated with it. This young 
liberalism is vague, and sentimental, and doubtless will partly 
evaporate with years, but something will remain and cannot 
fail to be of effect in government, now that the territorial 
safety of Japan is beyond question.” 
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
